Physical limits test emotional boundaries 


On campus programs target advancement of disabled students

Freddy Rivera is frus- 
trated. 

He deals with the same types 
of obstacles at Santa Ana Col- 
lege almost every day. 

His muscular arms tug at the 
wheels attached to his chair as 
he slowly rolls toward an au- 
tomatic door. The door is out 
of service. 

Rivera backs up and posi- 
tions himself near a cluster of 
students entering the building 
through the manual door - hop- 
ing to roll through it before it 
slams shut. 

Inside, the classrooms aren’t 
much better. Narrow aisles 
most often leave handicapped 
students sitting on the fringes 
or stuck in the back, isolated 
from their peers and their in- 
structors. And this doesn’t 
compare to the inconvenience 
of using the bathrooms. 

“Students change for gym in 
the handicap stalls and we 
can’t use them,” Rivera said, 
“and the C-building is the only 
one with a mirror and sink for 
disabled men.” 

Rivera is a muscular 36- 
year-old Santa Ana College 
student with spina-bifida - a 
congenital condition that pre-

vented the fusion of his spinal 
column during development - but 
he keeps a sense of humor and is 
active in the college’s diversified 
physical education program for 
the disabied. 

Georgeann Mock, a student 
with a motorized wheelchair and 
oxygen tank, has taken action. 
She vied for a seat in Associated 
Student Government. 

“T ran for senator for humani- 
ties in social science to get a voice 
heard - and I got it,” Mock said. 

With the help of the Disabled 
Students Center, Mock and oth- 
ers have received the support they 
need.

“...The Cesar Chavez building 
has one elevator at one end of a 
very long building,” Mock said. 
“Jt didn’t have an automatic door 
until Mary Majors, coordinator of 
the Disabled Students Center, 
complained about it.” 

“In 1969 the first handicap pro- 
gram began at a community col- 
lege,” Mary Majors said. “Stu- 
dents here wanted a program and 
hassled the administration until 
they got it.” 

The administration proposed a 
budget in 1973 then advertised 
for a coordinator and hired Ma- 
jors. 

“The chancellor’s office sup- 


ported us even before state 
money came. Not many 
others got this kind of sup- 
port,” Majors said. 

After stumbling through 
a myriad of problems the 
first year, Majors found that 
the state wanted a list of 
needs before they would 
allocate funds. “The second 
year we had our list ready,” 
she said. 

Two years ago the pro- 
gram expanded to Santiago 
Canyon College and is 
headed by Lucy Carr- 
Roilett. 

Fifteen Sania Ana Col- 
lege students recent!y peti- 
tioned the ASG to form the 
club “Hephaestus” - A 
Greek god who was lame 
and awkward - to encour- 
age both handicapped and 
non-handicapped students 
to interact and develop un- 
derstanding. 

Funds are still needed to 
improve the environment 
for the disabled, but the col- 
lege has taken steps in its 
sensitivity with the imple- 
mentation of improvements 
and its programs for the 
handicapped, Rivera said. 
“The facilities are not fan- 
tastic, but OK.”

Despite his family's request, protestors 
showed up for the funeral of Matthew 
Shepard, the 21- year-old Wyoming 
college student who was brutally beaten 
to death because he happened to be gay. 

A cluster of people stood across the 
street from the church where the funeral 
took place on Oct. 16. Many carried 
signs that contained anti-gay messages. 
One sign read, "Matt in Hell." 

How could any person be so insensi- 
tive? His murder was sickening, but 
those who came to his funeral to protest 
are the most appalling. 

Others have, and continue to mock the 
death of Shepard. While he lay coma- 
tose in a hospital suffering trom massive 
head trauma, a Colorado State Univer- 
sity fraternity homecoming float de- 
picted a scarecrow with a sign on it that 
read, "I'm gay." 
This was a sick 
rendition of the 
scarecrow-like 
position that a 
nearly dead 
Shepard had
